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THE EAST INDIA COMPANY.—Probably no Corporation 
has left so much historical material as the Hon. Hast 
India Company, during its existence of over two hundred 
and fifty years, and yet it has, up to the present, had no 
historian. The first Court minutes of the Hast India Com- 
pany, 1599-1603, containing an account of the formation of 
the Company, the first adventure, and Waymouth’s voyage 
in search of the North-West passage, consisting of 120 leaves 
foolscap folio, was rescued from oblivion by the late Mr. 
Henry Stevens, of Vermont: he immediately recognized its 
importance, had it carefully transcribed, and the result is 
now before us in a handsome octavo volume printed by 
Messrs. Charles Whittingham and Co., of the Chiswick Press. 
The preface and index are by his son, Mr. H. M. Stevens, 
and the introduction by Sir George Birdwood. Mr. H. 
Stevens had intended to have written an introduction himself, 
but failing health and pressure of other business prevented him, 
and it could not have been given to any one more conversant 
with the subject than Sir George Birdwood. The volume 
teems with interesting matter, and contains, as Sir George 
remarks, “the germ of every triumph subsequently achieved 
in the seas and lands in the Hast.” On pages | to 4 we have 
a list of 100 contributors to a scheme by which an Hmpire 
was subsequently conquered and held, and the sum they 
contributed amounted to £30,133 6s. 8d. Of the voyage for 
the discovery of the North-West Passage here recorded, very 
little has hitherto been known beyond the details given by 
Waymouth himself in his Journal, printed by Purchas. A 
point which greatly interested Mr. Stevens is the mention of 
the ‘‘ May flowre,” and he was of the opinion that the vessel 
here referred to was undoubtedly the veritable Pilgrim Ship. 
The mention of Hakluyt is also worthy of attention. He is 
described as ‘‘ Mr. Hacklett the historiographer of the viages 
of the East Indies,’ and £10 was paid to him for his 
*‘instruccons and advyses.”’ 


AN INDIAN MUSEUM, with nearly 2000 objects of archseo- 
logical and historical interest, has just been opened at 
Florence under the most promising auspices, the King and 
Royal Family of Italy having honoured Prof. Angelo de 
Gubernatis, who had personally brought most of the exhibits 
from India, with his presence at the opening ceremony. 


ITALIAN ASIATIC SOCIETY.—In the presence of the King, 
Queen, and Crown Prince of Italy, a new Italian Asiatic 
Society was founded at Florence, on the 14th of November, 
and Prof. Angelo de Gubernatis, who must be looked upon 
as the originator of the whole scheme, was immediately 
elected to be the first President. The celebrated Arabic 
scholar, Michele Amari, of Pisa, was made Hon. President; 
Messrs. Lasinio and Puini, Vice-Presidents; and Messrs. 
Schiaparelli and Teloni, Secretaries; while Signor Donati 
was entrusted as Treasurer with the funds of the new Society. 
It was decided to admit thirty-two hon. members, eight of 
which were to be Italians and the remainder to be half 
Europeans and Americans and half native Orientals. Sir 
Henry Rawlinson, Professors Legge, and Max Miller, were 
elected hon. members, as were also Professors Weber, 
Brugsch, Whitney, Renan, and Roth, and Jiémdspji Mino- 
cehrji, Bhandarkar, and Rajendra Lila Mitra were among 
the Oriental hon, members, The subscription was fixed at

MRS, BROWNING’S SONNETS.—To Messrs. Ticknor & Co., 
of Boston (Triibner & Co., London), belongs the honour of 
having issued the most notable Christmas book published 
this year, either in Europe or America, viz. Ipsen’s illus- 
trated or rather decorated edition of the (Portuguese) Son- 
nets of Hlizabeth Barrett Browning. This is a marvellous 
book, and the more it is studied the more its beauty grows 
upon those who consult its pages. The publishers are fully 
justified in speaking of it as ‘‘A wonderful work of Art,” 
and saying, ‘This magnificent work has been a labour of 
love for years with the artist, who is the prince of decorators, 
and has lavished upon it all the resources of his imagination 
and skill. The result is a magnificent monument to the 
poems that are enshrined therein, and a series of designs, 
the equals of which as a mere treasury of decoration and 
invention, apart from their significance in illustrating the 
immortal verse of Mrs. Browning, have never been issued. 
Each sonnet is prefaced by a richly ornamented half-title, 
ona full page, and is surrounded by a handsome border, 
emblematic in its design and composition, Mr. Ipsen has 
for many years been recognized as the foremost leader of art- 
decoration for books, both inside and outside, and has set 
more fashions for imitation than any other artist. This 
book is his crowning work, and will afford an inexhaustible 
treasury of decoration for students of art, and a life-study for 
all lovers of beauty and symmetry. Mrs. Browning’s son- 
nets are among the noblest productions of ancient or modern 
literature ; and their literary excellence and incomparable 
beauty of diction ensure for them certain immortality.” 


LOSSING’S NEW YORK.—A History of New York City 
is the title of an important and attractive book recently pub- 
lished beyond the Atlantic. It is a work of great interest 
and value for those who may desire a full and trustworthy 
account, given in a most pleasing manner, of the great 
Metropolis of the Western Hemisphere as it is to-day, in its 
business, political and social phases. It is a city which, with 
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its surburban municipalities (its legitimate children) em- 
braces a population of fully 2,500,000. Its intimate relations 
with Great Britain, historically, commercially and socially, 
render it an object of special interest to the British people. 
This work has been prepared with great care by the well- 
known American historian, Benson J. Lossing, LL.D., whose 
long residence in New York, and his extensive personal 
acquaintance with the men, places and events presented in 
his narrative, gave him special power and facility for the 
production of the book. The work is comprised in two 
superb octavo volumes, of over four hundred and thirty pages 
each. In the first sixty-eight pages is given, in brief out- 
line, a history of the City from the first trading house in 1609 
to the close of the first quarter of the present century. From 
that period (1825)—the beginning of its marvellous career— 
the history of the City is given in minute detail—its expan- 
sion in area and architectural growth; its municipal and 
political history; its various industries; its commerce and 
navigation; its literature, science and art; its religious 
and benevolent institutions; its social life, etc., and brief 
biographical sketches of the most prominent participants in 
the various activities of life in the Metropolis during that 
period, and who have made New York what it is. The work 
contains the portraits of ninety-three of these representative 
citizens, engraved on steel in the highest style of the art ex- 
pressly for this book; also eighty-three views of parks, 
buildings, etc,, engraved in the same style. It is published 
by Messrs. Barnes and Co., of New York. 


UNITED STATES COMMISSION OF FISH AND FISHERIES. 
—Part Eleven of the Report of the Commissioner for 1883 
contains an inquiry into the decrease of food-fishes, and one 
on the ‘‘ Propagation of Food-fishes in the Waters of the 
United States,” It is a large and valuable volume, including 
_— appendixes, and contains over 1200 pages with many 
plates. 


THE INDEX CATALOGUE OF THE LIBRARY OF THE 
SURGEON-GENERAL’S OFFICE.—Volume 7 of this valuable 
catalogue has now been issued, containing Insignarés to 
Leghorn. A list of abbreviations used in indexing the first 
seven volumes is prefixed to this volume, and has been 
prepared to obviate the necessity of consulting several volumes 
to determine the precise scope of a given abbreviation. Dr. 
J. 8. Billings, the editor, in his letter of transmission informs 
us that volume 7 contains 14,688 author-titles representing 
5987 volumes and 12,372 pamphlets. It also includes 6371 
subject-titles of separate books and pamphlets, and 34,903 
titles of articles in periodicals. The catalogue as far asit has 
progressed contains 172,523 author-titles, 324,570 subject- 
titles, and 4335 portraits. 


UNITED STATES CONSULAR REPORTS.—We have re- 
ceived Nos. 683, 69, and 70 of these useful ‘‘ Reports.” No. 
68} gives the scope and method of ‘‘ Consular Trade Reports,” 
and contains a correspondence respecting the question of 
‘Diplomatic and Consular Assistance to British Trade 
Abroad.” The other two numbers treat on Sugar in Antigua, 
British Guiana, Cuba, the Hawaiian Islands, and Barbadoes; 
the Dyes and Wools of the Argentine Republic; the Diamond 
Mines of New South Wales, the Silver Mines of Cerro de 
Pasco, Peru; the Mineral Districts of Nicaragua; and other 
articles too numerous to mention. 


THE U.S. BUREAU OF EDUCATION.—General John Eaton, 
the U.S. Commissioner of Education, has just issued a special 
report in three parts of the Educational Exhibits and Con- 
ventions at the World’s Industrial and Cotton Centennial 
Exposition at New Orleans, La., 1884-5, which is an elaborate 
cyclopsedia of educational ways and means, consisting of 964 
pages. 

THE TENTH CENSUS OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA,—T'wo new volumes of the tenth Census of the 
U.S.A. have just been issued, viz. volumes 16 and 20, the 
first named being Part I. of the Water Power of the U.S.A., 
and the second on the Statistics of Wages and subjects con- 
nected therewith. Mr. W. P. Trowbridge, Chief Special 
Agent to the Tenth Census, in his letter transmitting the 
** Reports on the Water Power” to the Hon. Charles W. 
Seaton, Superintendent of Census, says that the reports con- 
tained in this volume by Messrs. Geo. F. Swain, James L. 
Greenleaf, and Dwight Porter, are arranged after the plan of 
General Francis A. Walker, the former Superintendent of 
the Census, and constitute contributions to the hydrology of 
the country of a character not heretofore attempted, and con- 
tain general and specific information of the highest public 
value and interest. Professor G. F. Swain in his ‘‘ General 
Introduction” tells us that in 1880 there were 55,404 water 
wheels in the United States, giving a total power of 1,225,379 


horse-power, being 35°93 per cent. of the total power used 
in the country for manufacturing purposes. New York stands 
first in the total amount of water-power used, but eighth in 
rank as regards the water-power per square mile, while 
Rhode Island is sixteenth in total water-power, but first in 
water-power per square mile. Curiously enough this small 
state stands first in total steam and water-power per square 
mile. The twentieth volume of the Census by “special 
agent” Mr. Jos. D. Weeks gives the statistics of wages in 
manufacturing industries, with supplementary reports on the 
average retail price of the necessaries of life, on trade 
societies, strikes and lockouts, and will for many years be an 
authoritative reference book for political and social economists, 


REPORT ON AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. — Professor 
William Saunders, F'.2.S.C., has made a report on Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Experimental Farm Stations, with sug- 
gestions relating to experimental agriculture in Canada. 
This ‘ Report” forms an appendix to the Report of the 
‘‘ Dominion ” Minister of Agriculture, 1885, and is a valuable 
epitome of 80 pages of information on the subject of scientific 
agricultural education and the means of acquiring it in the 
United States, Canada, and Europe. 


AMERICAN LOCAL HISTORY.—Under this title there is 
now being published an index of articles in historical 
collections in the Boston Public Library. No. 73 of the 
Bulletin of that Institution contains titles running from 
MacCowan to Muskingum. 


SANITARY ENGINEERING.—Amongst the many publi- 
cations which have been issued on the subject of Sanitary 
Engineering we can recommend the one by Mr. William 
Cain, C.E., 90 pages, as a thoroughly reliable and practicable 
one. It is issued by the ‘‘ North Carolina Board of Health,” 
Raleigh, N.C. 


HYDRAULIC MINING.—This is a subject which of late 
years has attracted considerable attention, as it is generally 
a profitable branch of gold mining. To those who want a 
small handbook merely going into ‘‘ Hydraulics,” we would 
recommend Mr. P. M. Randall’s (author of *‘ Quartz Operator’s 
Handbook’’) book on Practical Hydraulics, published by 
Messrs. Dewey & Co., in San Francisco, but those who 
wish to go thoroughly into the subject of gold mining 
by the hydraulic process caunot do better than provide 
themselves with Mr. Aug. J. Bowie, Junr’s., ‘‘ Practical 
Treatise on Hydraulic Mining in California,” a handsome 
royal octavo volume of 313 pages, published by Mr. D. Van 
Nostrand’s house in New York. Both books can be seen at 
Triibner & Co.’s, Ludgate Hill. 


THE LIBRARY JOURNAL.—The August and September 
(double) number of this pioneer of library periodicals con- 
tains the report of the Milwaukee Conference of Librarians 
under the presidency of Mr. W. F. Poole, Librarian of the 
Chicago Public Library. It contains twenty-three valuable 
papers on library matters, besides the proceedings, appendixes, 
list of persons present, and supplementary list of members of 
the American Library Association. 


A DIRECTORY OF AUTHORS.—Mr. W. M. Griswold (Q.P. 
Index) hascompiled a Directory of Authors, including writers 
for the literary magazines, of which he has issued a second 
edition this year. At the end he gives a list of authors who 
have recently died. This is a very useful publication for 
members of the literary profession, editors, authors, publishers, 
and others, but to be made permanently useful needs constant 
revision, whilst indexes once made need none. 


BROWNSON’S DUBUQUE CHESS JOURNAL.—We received 
a short time since No. 94 of this journal for December, 1886. 
We understood it was suspended some years ago, and 
we find nothing in this number indicating when the 
editor recommenced publishing it. The problems in it are 
numbered from 1626 to 1656, and are from various sources, 
some being borrowed and some original. Mr. O. A. Brown- 
son’s present address is Rochdale, Dubuque County, Iowa, 
and he publishes a list of chess books for sale or exchange at 
the back of his journal. 


THE CHURCH REVIEW.—This periodical, which is still 
edited by the Rev. Henry Baum, is now printed and issued 
monthly instead of quarterly by Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin 
and Co., of the Riverside Press, Cambridge, Mass., and of 
New York and Boston. 


HARPER’S NEW MONTHLY MAGAZINE.—The visits of 
this magazine to us are like those of angels, “few and far 
between,” but we cannot refrain from commending the Christ- 
mas number now before us, which leaves nothing to be desired 
in the way of literary matter or illustrations, The first article 
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is on the Boyhood of Christ, by General Lew Wallace; the 
illustrations being drawn by Alfred Bramtot and Sue O. 
Merson. The Legend of St. Nicholas, a charming poem by 
Elizabeth W. Latimer, is appropriately illustrated by drawings 
by Mary L. Gow. Henry Carey’s old song of ‘‘ Sally in our 
Alley” seems like a new one under the artistic touch of 
Messrs. Abbey and Parsons.

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THE REPUBLIC OF NEW HAVEN.—A History of Muni- 
cipal Evolution. By Charles H. Levermore, Ph.D., Fellow 
in History, 1884-85, Johns Hopkins University.—This work 
is a new study, from original records, of a most remarkable 
chapter of municipal development. Beginning with an Eng- 
lish germ in the Parish of St. Stephen, Coleman Street, 
London, Dr. Levermore has traced the evolution of the Rev. 
John Davenport’s church into a veritable commonwealth, in 
which the lite-forces of Old England circulate anew. The 
Republic ot New Haven is unique and one of the most inter- 
esting of all American commonwealths. It was a city-state, 
self-contained, self-sufficing, like the municipal common- 
wealths of antiquity. It is impossible to measure the great- 
ness of Greek cities or of the Italian republics by their extent 
of territory. It is equally impossible to estimate the colonial 
and municipal life of America by any standards of material 
greatness. And yet few persons realize how far-reaching in 
American History is the influence of a single town like New 
Haven. Not to speak of the intellectual torces which have 
gone forth trom that local republic, from its vigorous church- 
life and from Yale College, born of the Church, New Haven, 
like her Mother England, is the parent of a wide-spread 
colonial system, not unworthy of comparison with that of 
Greek cities. This is the first of a series of extra .volumes of 
studies in Historical and Political Science, edited by Herbert 
B. Adams, and issued by the Johns Hopkins University.

Dr. Gray had never thoroughly recovered the 
shock to his nervous system when he was shot through the 
face on March the 16th, 1882, by Henry Remshaw, now in 
the Insane department of the State Prison at Auburn. The 
wound he then received injured his nasal organs so as to 
interfere with his breathing, and last winter he spent at 
Thomasville, Ga., which appeared to benefit his health for 
the time. Last summer Dr. Gray, with his family and some 
friends, visited the German Spas, which he hoped would 
permanently establish his health; but since his return to 
America he has been ailing and scarcely able to attend to 
any active duties. ‘The immediate cause of his death, which 
took place on November the 29th, was Bright’s disease of the 
kidneys, and he was unconscious for some hours before he 
passed away. Dr. J. P. Gray was born on the 6th of August, 
1825, at Halfmoon, Centre County, Pennsylvania, and was 
consequently in his 62nd year. He was educated in the 
common schools, at Belfonte Academy, and in Dickinson 
College, Pa., which conferred on him the degree of A.B., 
and afterwards A.M., whilst Hamilton College gave him the 
degree of LL.D. He graduated in medicine in 1848 at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and became resident physician 
of the Philadelphia Hospital. In 1851 he was appointed 
third assistant physician to the State Asylum at Utica, and 
became acting superintendent in 1853, which position he held 
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at his death. He was prominently connected with the leading 
medical societies of the United States and Europe, and was 
the President of the Psychological Section of the Inter- 
national Medical Congress in Philadelphia in 1870, when he 
read a paper on ‘‘ Mental Hygiene.” 


LEA.—We regret to learn the death of another of our old 
correspondents, Mr, Isaac Lea, the Naturalist, who was for 
many years connected with the publishing trade of Phila- 
delphia, in which city he resided at the time of his death, on 
December 8th. Mr. Lea was born at Wilmington, Delaware, 
on the 4th of March, 1792, and his parents were ministers of 
the Society of Friends. He developed a liking for the 
Natural Sciences at an early age, and when placed with his 
brother, a Philadelphia merchant, when he was fifteen, 
employed all his leisure time collecting minerals. In 1815 
he was elected a member of the American Academy of 
Natural Sciences, and shortly after published his first paper 
in the ‘“‘ Journal of the Academy,” describing the minerals 
round Philadelphia. In 1821 he joined the publishing firm 
of his father-in-law, Matthew Carey, but retired from it in 
1851. In 1827 he commenced publishing a series of memoirs 
on new forms of freshwater and land shells, which have been 
continued from time to time. In 1832 he visited Europe, and 
in 1833 he published his ‘‘ Contributions to Geology,” de- 
scribing 228 species of Tertiary fossils from Alabama. In 
1858 he was elected President of the Academy of Natural 
Sciences. A full list of his various works on Unionide, 
Melaniana, Naiades, etc., occupy many pages of the * Bulletin 
of the United States National Museum.”
